We  are  familiar  with  the  terms  Vo-Tech 
and  Vo-Ed  and  for  some  time  these  programs 
have  been  growing  slowly  and  surely  at  Montana 
State  Prison  under  Dave  Watkins,  Industrial 
Training  Manager.  Growing  both  in  quality  and 
quantity  and  in  availability  to  the  prison  popula- 
tion. 

Since  March  of  1987  a  new  but  most 
important  part  of  this  program  has  been  growing, 
not  only  in  size,  but  in  acceptance  by  the  in- 
mates at  MSP.  It  is  called  Career  and  Education 
Services  and  the  dedicated  director  of  CES 
is  Career  Counselor  Steve  Whitney,  with  offices 
on  the  first  floor  of  Rothe  Hall.  He  is  assisted 
by  inmates  Bill  'Doc'  Norman  (Counseling  Tech- 
nician) and  Tom  Hilton  (Services  Programmer). 

In  essence  this  new  innovation  helps  a 
man  decide,  through  tests  and  courses,  what 
job  or  career  might  be  best  for  him  to  follow 
once  he  has  left  the  prison  confines.  An  analogy 
might  be:  a  youngster  comes  to  a  spring  profess- 
ional training  baseball  camp;  during  his  Legion 
!]  or  college  playing  days  he  has  been  a  first-sack- 
er;  he  hasn't  been  very  happy  or  very  good 
at  first  base  but  that  is  where  he  has  been 
put  -  or  where  he  has  put  himself.  The  pro-coach 
puts  him  through  different  drills  and  practice 
sessions  at  first  base  and  other  positions.  It 
isn't  too  long  until  the  coach  and  the  player 
reach  the  same  conclusions  -  he  would  be  better 
(and  happier)  in  right  field. 

Here  at  MSP  under  the  CES  program 
it  all  starts  with  a  Career  Case  History.  Nothing 
is    left    to    chance    under    this    six-point    program 


which  is:  1.  Career  Assessment.  Inventory;  2. 
General  Apptitude  Test  Battery;  3.  S.S.T.;  4. 
Sixteen  Personality  Factor  Questionnaire;  5. 
Career  Development  Plan;  6.  Career  Services 
Job  Application.  Without  hesitation  Whitney 
says  a  man's  eyes  can  be  opened  by  the  results 
of  the  tests.  And  after  the  tests  CES  tries 
to  provide  the  man  with  the  basic  tools  to 
pursue  his  chosen  career  and  reach  his  goals 
in  life.  Whitney  states,  "Maybe  that  is  one 
of  the  reasons  many  men  are  surprised  to  find 
themselves  in  prison  -  on  the  streets  the  men 
were  doing  the  best  they  could  with  the  tools 
they  had  (at  least  they  believed  that),  but, 
the  tool  box  wasn't  full.  We  try  and  find  out 
what  a  man  thinks,  what  he  proposes,  what 
he  needs  and  then  put  the  tools  in  his  hand."

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FIRST  THINGS  FIRST 


In  basic  terminology  the  man  establishes 
priorities  -  puts  first  things  first. 

After  the  tests,  questionnaires  and  inter- 
views   are   completed,  Whitney  and   the   applicant 
go   over    the   list   of   12-week   courses   and  decide 
which  would  best  fit  the  man's  game  plan. 

The  20  courses  offered  are:  Small  Engines, 
Basic  Electricity,  Auto  Rebuilding,  Suspension 
Alignment,  Bookkeeping,  Plant  Science,  Horticul- 
ture, Welding,  Machine  Shop,  Drafter,  Intro-to- 
-Engines,  Power  Trains,  Brake  Systems,  Fuel 
Systems,  Charging  &  Starting  Systems,  Tune 
Up,  Tillage  &  Planting  Equipment,  Hydraulics, 
Forage  &  Harvest  Equipment,  Driver's  Education. 
Instructors  for  the  courses  are:  Dennis  Finco, 
Alan  Kuoppala,  Larry  Hart,  Chris  Penrod,  Tony 
Rebich,  Gerry  Hohn,  Dave  Blaz. 

Doc  Norman,  an  inmate  himself  but  works 
with  director  Whitney  has  this  to  say  about 
Career  Education  Services;  "Whether  or  not 
a  person  uses  CES  services  is  up  to  him.  CES 
services  are  just  that;  services. 

"Our  job  is  to  help  people  gear  for  their 
occupational  life  on  the  outs.  The  tests  we 
give  are  scientifically  sound,  and  open  to  anyone 
who  wants  them.  When  your  test  scores  reveal 
that  your  genuine  interests  lie  in  an  occupational 
area  the  we  offer  training  in,  it  them  becomes 
our  job  to  help  you  get  into  that  area  of  train- 
ing. 

"Let's  say  you've  been  working  in  carpentry 
all  your  life.  Your  tests,  however,  indicate 
that  you'd  be  better  suited  as  a  draftsman. 
Steve  would  call  you  into  the  office  and  talk 
to  you  about  career  possibilities  in  architectural 
drafting.  If  you  agree  that  you  would  find  it 
interesting,  we  would  set  you  up  for  the  Indust- 
rial Arts  Drafting  classes  offered  by  the  Vocatio- 
nal Training  Department.  If,  after  you've  finished 
the  course,  you  want  to.  learn  more,  we  provde 
you  with  schooling  information  offered  on  the 
outs.  Drafting  is  a  course  that  can  be  taken 
in  a  Vo  Tech  pchool,  and  it's  a  good  paying 
career. 

"As  I  mentioriC':!  earlier,  everything  you 
do  with  CES  is  strictly  voluntary.  We  don't 
;nake  anyone  do  anything.  If  you  want  the  help 
offered  from  our  office,  all  you  have  to  do 
o  ask.  We  have  listings  of  hundreds  of  schools, 
how  much  they  cost,  what  kinds  of  financial 
aid  you  can  receive  while  you  attend,  and  what 
kind  of  income  you  can  expect  after  you  gradu- 
ate. Considering  that  more  than  85  out  of  every 
iOO  people  in  the  U.S.  are  in  the  wrong  occupa- 
tions,    CES     tests     and    counseling    could    easily 


benefit  anyone  interested  in  their  own  occupatio- 
nal future. 

"I  particularly  like  what  I'm  doing  becaus 
of  what  the  office  offers  to  those  who  warj 
the  help.  It  helps  line  a  man  up  with  the  kintj 
of  work  he  should  have  been  doing  all  along 
plus,  it  gives  him  a  legitimate  shot  at  NO 
coming  back  to  this  place.  What  more  coul 
a  person  want?" 

And  we  might  add  to  Doc's  last  statement 
what  more  could  a  person  need  or  use?  It  seemj 
that  CES  provides  the  whole  nine  yards.

Paleontologists  from  my  department  have  done  a  lot  of  excavations  around  the 
Deer  Lodge  Valley  where  these  mastodons  occur.

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ELECTION  YEAR   1988 

The  elections  are  very  important  this 
year  and  1  urge  everyone  to  lobby  your  relatives 
to  vote  for  candidates  that  will  have  your  best 
interests  in  mind,  i.e.  progressive  liberals. 

It  is  vital  that  Michael  Dukakis  be  elected 
president  for  one  basic  reason.  The  federal 
judiciary  has  become  dominated  with  Republican 
appointees  with  conservative  ideals  which  inherit 
from  the  Reagan  and  Nixon  administrations. 
The  U.S.  Supreme  Court  is  now  on  the  verge 
of  becoming  entirely  molded  by  arch  conservative 
philosophy.  The  two  liberals  remaining  on  the 
court  are  Justices  Brennen  and  Marshall;  their 
ages  are  80  and  85.

The  Warden's  Forum  and  the  Inmate 
Welfare  Fund  will  have  to  become  more  political 
in  the  future.  We  here,  cannot  vote,  but  keep 
in  mind  your  mothers,  fathers,  sons,  and  daugh- 
ter, etc.,  if  they  are  of  age.  There  are  over 
a  thousand  people  incarcerated  in  here.  If  you 
convince  your  family  members  or  friends  to 
vote  for  our  candidates  that  just  may  equal 
5  to  10  percent  of  the  vote  in  a  statewide 
election.  On  local  issues  we  can  help  fund  and 
campaign  for  our  choices.  We  spend  our  money 
on  things  like  a  movie  system  that  is  obsolete. 
Why  not  put  some  money  into  a  process  that 
tas  a  consequence  on  our  lives.  I  note  that 
very  seldom  does  a  court  within  the  state  grant 
relief  in  our  favor.  Even  when  it  does,  someone 
from  the  legislature  will  pass  legislation  to 
amend  the  judicial  decision.  We  have  no  lobbying 
power,  public  opinion  is  against  us.  We  cannot 
remain  cynics  in  a  state  where  everyone  else 
uses  us  for  a  target  through  politicial  manipul- 
ation. I  have  a  vision  where  we  can  become 
that  detriment  to  stop  the  trend  of  being  a 
benefit  to  politicians  who  preach  the  'lock-em 
up'  rhetoric.  If  he  is  faced  with  a  special  inter- 


est group  with  a  potential   four  or  five  thousand 
voters,  he  will  not  want  to  risk  taking  an  extre- 
mist stand  on  the  issues.

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SOUND  BOOTH 
UPDATE 

(The  following  is  by  Lee  Clark,  Studio  Manager) 

We  record  books  and  magazines  for  the 
blind  and  physically  handicapped.  Approximately 
2200  individuals  in  Montana  and  adjacent  states 
use  our  service.  We  are  in  our  fourth  year 
of  operation. 

A  narrator  sits  in  a  partially  sound  proof 
booth  and  reads  into  a  microphone  connected 
to  an  open  reel  4  track  tape  machine,  outside 
the  booth.  He  must  "tell  a  story"  with  a  semi-d- 
ramatic style,  use  different  voices  for  the  vario- 
us characters  and  make  no  errors.  Pronunciations 
must  be  perfect,  no  added  words  or  dropped 
words  or  extraneous  noises  from  the  narrator 
.are  allowed. 

Sitting  outside  the  booth  a  monitor  operates 
the  tape  machine  and  listens  to  the  narration 
to  see  that  no  errors  are  made.  If  such  occur 
he  must  stop  the  recording,  erase  the  defective 
part  and  have  the  reader  repeat  the  sentence. 

Next,  a  reviewer  listens  to  the  tape  and 
makes  notations  ^of  tape  noises,  improper  flow 
and  20  other  errors  not  picked  up  by  the  monitor 
and  reader.  These  errors  must  be  erased  and 
corrected  by  the  monitor  and  narrator.  A  final 
I  review  of  the  corrected  errors  is  then  made 
by  the  studio  manager. 

When  a  book  is  completed,  the  master 
tape  is  sent  to  "The  Division  For  The  Blind 
and  Physically  Handicapped"  in  the  State  Library 
at  Helena,  where  it  is  finally  reviewed.  If  the 
jrecording  is  approved  it  is  then  copied  onto 
4  track  cassettes  by  a  high-speed  copier  that 
transfers  all  four  tracks  simultaneously  in  about 
two  to  three  minutes.  The  cassettes  are  then 
ready  for  distribution  to  users.

What  is  the  most  consistent  and  persistent 
gripe  in  any  institution  type  installation  be 
it  military,  medical,  school  or  disciplinary? 
No  doubt  about  it  -  the  food.  And  Montana 
State  Prison  isn't  any  different.  We  hear  about 
the  poor  quality  of  the  food;  we  hear  there 
isn't  enough  of  the  food.  But  those  complaints 
are  conflicting  -  if  the  food  is  so  bad,  why 
do  we  want  more  of  the  same?  Let's  take 
a  quick  look  at  the  total  picture  and  see  what 
we  have. 

For  the  fiscal  year,  (July  1,  1988  to  June 
30,  1989)  the  food  service  is  alloted  nine  hundred 
thousand  dollars;  almost  a  million;  that's  a  lot 
of  money.  So  what  happens  to  the  money? 
It  breaks  down  to  about  86-ceats  per-meal 
per-inmate.  The  cost  per  meal  fluctuate  due 
to  population  increase,  decrease.  The  holiday 
meals  also  bite  into  the  budget.  Which  explains 
why  the  meals  following  a  holiday  are  less 
desirable.  The  holiday  meals  run  as  much  as 
$3.00  per-meal,  so  naturally  some  juggling  has 
to  be  done  to  level  it  back  to  the  86-cents 
range.  To  us  this  means  leftovers  and  garbage 
food  for  a  while.  This  also  is  one  reason  why 
the  menu  isn't  always  right.  Sometimes  something 
is  taken  off  and  or  added  on.  Another  thing 
that  has  changed  is  the  food  commodities  we 
were  receiving  up  until  about  four  months  ago. 
We  were  receiving  an  average  of  21 -cents  per- 
meal  extra,  which  left  more  money  to  buy 
other  food.  But  because  of  federal  cut  backs 
it  is  now  down  to  between  six  and  eight  cents 
extra.  There  are  now  about  115  inmates  at 
work  in  food  service,  which  accounts  for  about 
22-percent  of  the  employable  population.  When 
Henry  Risley  was  Warden  there  wasn't  near 
that  many,  and  speaking  of  our  former  warden 
it's  known  that  while  in  charge  he  expected 
Food  Service  Director  Bob  Williams  to  give 
him  back,  around  twenty-five  thousand  dollars 
of  the  alloted  nine  hundred  thousand  dollars 
so  he  could  use  it  for  something  else.  This 
cut  the  food  service  short.  Feeding  the  popula- 
tion wasn't  on  his  list  of  priorities;  he  was 
here  to  impress  Helena,  not  us.  We  can  be 
thankful  that  someone  else  has  him  now.  Now 
we  have  a  new  warden  -  Jack  McCori^jck. 
So  far  no  one  really  knows  what  he  is  about. 
He  made  a  lot  of  promises  during  his  campaign 
for  the  job.  All  we  can  hope  is  that  he  won't 
be   another   politician.   I  do  know  of  one   decision 


he  made  immediately  after  taking  office,  and 
that  was  to  have  a  meeting  with  Bob  Williams 
and  Bill  Wells,  Associate  Warden  -  Administra- 
tion, to  discuss  the  expenditures  of  the  $900,000- 
.00  alloted  to  food  service.  He  said  simply 
to  "spend  it  all,  it  was  meant  for  food  so  spend 
it  all  on  food".  Williams  is  pleased  with  the 
new    order    and    the    new    warden.    He   apparently 

had  been  taking  the  heat  for  Risley.  But  he 
now  has  full  charge  of  the  entire  $900,000.00. 
We'll  see  what  happens. 

According  to  inmates  that  have  spent 
time  in  other  prisons  and  officials  from  other 
institutions  (excluding  Federal)  M.S.P.  is  highly 
ranked  in  food  service  production,  quality  of 
food,  even  the  building  itself  which  is  kept 
clean  and  is  pretty  modern.  Now  we  have  an 
experimental  garden  going,  and  if  it  works 
out  alright,  we'll  be  having  fresh  vegtables 
in  the  salad,  and  this  too  will  free  up  some 
money  to  purchase  other  food.  We'll  just  have 
to  wait  and  see  how  it  all  works  out.  We  have 
compared  the  week's  menu  of  July  10th  to 
July  16th  of  two  other  prisons  in  the  eastern 
United  States  with  the  MSP  menu  of  the  same 
week.  We  were  suprised  how  similar  the  meals 
were  with  only  slight  variations:  chili,  cold 
cuts,  liver,  meat  loaf,  chicken  patties.  Sound 
familiar? 

We  asked  Director  Williams  how  the  new 
system  (two  chow  hall's)  was  working  out.  His 
response:  "Staff  and  resident  response  has  been 
favorable  so  I  would  say  that  it  works.  It  is 
a  real  benefit  to  the  institution  to  be  able 
to  cut  the  feeding  time  for  meals  from  2  and 
^  hours  to  1  and  i  hours.  Food  Service  was 
not  given  any  new  Supervisors  to  man  the  new 
dining  room  which  takes  8  to  10  hours  a  day 
from  supervision  that  used  to  be  used  in  the 
main  kitchen  and  maximum  security.  This  has 
created  a  lot  more  pressure  and  stress  on  the 
Food  Service  Supervisors  as  they  all  now  have 
more  to  do,  more  deadlines  to  meet,  and  less 
time  to  get  it  done."  The  staff  is  as  follows.

55.  As  the  second  round  began  Gonyea  assumed 
control,  then  baited  Scott  into  the  corner. 
Scott  declined  the  invitation  and  they  resumed 
the  fight  in  the  center  of  the  ring.  Believe 
me,  they  dusted  every  inch  of  the  canvas.

The    Montana    State    Prison    Veterans    Group 
for  the  past  four  years  has  attempted  to  gener- 
ate   and    focus    the    need    of    beneficial    programs 
of   education    and    treatment    to    the    incarcerated 
veterans  at  the  prison  in  Deer  Lodge.  The  veter- 
ans found  allies  in  establishing  a  self-help  pro- 
gram at  the  prison  in  Mr.  Rich  Brown,  Administ- 
rator   of    the    Division    of    Military    Affairs    for 
the    state    of    Montana,    along    with    Congressman 
Pat    Williams.    This    past    November,    the    M.S.P. 
vets   were   invited   along   with   Mr.   Steve  Whitney 
(the    career    counselor    at    the    prison)    to    attend 
a    meeting    in    Helena    organized    by    Rich    Brown 
and   Stephie    Jennings   from   Congressman   Williams 
office,  and  a  variety  of  other  private  and  gover- 
nment groups  and  agencies  to  discuss  the  prob- 
lems of  the  incarcerated  veterans  at  the  prison. 

Present      were      representatives      from      the 
A.F.L.     -     C.I.O.,     Missoula     Vets     Center,     The 
Veterans      Administration,      V.F.W.,      Department 
of  Corrections,  Department  of  Labor  and  Indus- 
try,   J.T.P.A.    Trip    Wire    Veterans    of    Butte    and 
Mr.     Glen     Kenison,     Job     Placement     Officer    at 
the    prison.    Discussed    at    the    meeting    were    the 
historical     perspectives     that     the     M.S.P.     vets 
have    worked    at    over    the    past    four    years    and 
the    still    existing    needs    of    a    Therapeutic,    and 
Vocational     program     to     deal     realisticaly     with 
the  unique   problems  of   the  incarcerated  veteran. 
The     meeting     combined     energies     from     all     in 
attendance    to   see    what    programs   now    available 
could    be    networked    into    the    prison    to    provide 
additional  services   to   the  veterans  at  the  prison, 
and  those  veterans  in  need  of  a  support  structure 
on  leaving   the   prison  and  re-entering  the  various 
communities     withing     Montana.     Also     mentioned 
was    the    need    to    educate    the    veterans    within 
Montana    to    the    dangers    of    P.T.S.D.     and    the 
lack  of  training  and  education  within  the  profes- 
sional   community     to    deal    with    the    problems 
that    a    veteran    faces   once    in   contact    with    the 
justice   systems    in    Montana.    The   one    main    idea 
that     everyone     at     the     meeting     left     was,     the 
need    for    a    therapeutic    community    in    the  prison 
and   a    half-way   house  in    Montana    to    adequately 
restructure      the     veterans     upon     release     from 
the  prison  or  any  other  court  committed  viola- 
tor.   Such    a   system    would    alleviate    the    present 
overcrowding  at  the  prison  and  enable  the  veter- 


ans who  suffer  from  P.T.S.D.  and  drug  addic- 
tions,   alcoholism    and   other    anti-social    behaviors 
to     deal     with     these     problems     without     adding 
the    additional    problem    of    Incarceration    to    the 
growing  list  of  Viet  Nam  veterans  problems. 

Since  the  November  meeting.  It  has  ibeen 
learned  that  Congressman  Pat  Williams  has 
added  to  his  staff  a  veteran  from  Montana; 
namely;  Mr.  Gebhart,  to  study  and  find  available 
grants  to  open  a  pre-release  center  and  thera- 
peutic   community    within    Montana    to    deal    with 

the  problems  mentioned  above. 

The  Governor  of  New  York,  the  Honorable 
Mario  Cuomo,  recently  received  the  preliminary 
finding  of  the  states  "temporary  commission 
on  Viet  Nam  veterans,"  created  in  the  late 
summer  of  1986,  the  commission  was  charged 
with  five  mandated  areas  of  concern:  Unemploy- 
ment, underemployment,  incarceration,  homeless- 
ness,  substance  abuse  and  mental  health.  The 
findings  of  the  New  York  Commission  were 
not  solely  the  best  assessment  of  that  states 
ability  to  deal  with  the  wide  range  of  problems 
Viet  Nam  veterans  are  and  have  experienced 
for  the  many  years  since  our  involvement  in 
South  East  Asia  ended.  In  the  commissions 
address  to  the  governor.  It  was  state,  "The 
tragic  reality  is  that  for  too  long  many  of 
New  Yorks  Viet  Nam  veterans,  a  genuine  analysis 
of  and  response  to  the  lasting  legacies  of  war . 
comes  too  late.  For  many  others,  grown  weary 
by  broken  promises,  failed  initiatives,  their 
own  cynicism  and  a  near  institutionalization 
and  indifference  symbolism  can  be  no  substitute 
for  substance." 

New  York,  in  no  way  needs  to  feel  like 
their  findings  are  a  problem  that  they  alone 
face.  The  shameful  tragedy  of  our  Viet  Nam 
veterans,  their  problems  and  our  failure  as 
a  grateful  caring  nation  can  be  reflected  in 
all  fifty  states  in  much  the  same  manner  as 
that  found  in  New  York.  If  anything,  the  state 
of  New  York  and  Governor  Cuomo  can  take 
pride  in  the  fact  they  ^ared  enough  to  show 
their  concern  and  willingness  to  look  into  the 
five  areas  the  commission  reported  on  in  New 
York.  All  five  of  which  seldom  have  the  ability 
or  the  voice  to  express  to  the  proper  government 
agencies  the  need  or  remedies  to  overcome 
their  problems.

The  commission  retained  the  Rockefeller 
Institute  to  conduct  their  preliminary  research 
and  in  the  five  areas  mandated,  they  help  forums 
to  hear  the  veterans  and  gain  from  first  hand 
testimonies,  the  failures  of  veterans  across 
the  United  States  in  adjusting  to  society  upon 
return  from  Viet  Nam.  This  is  to  date  the 
most  defined  report  on  the  Viet  Nam  veterans 
programs  designed  to  assist  them  in  returning 
to  society  and  the  failures  of  such  to  adequately 
do  so. 

The  commission  also  found  that  Viet  Nam 
veterans  incarcerated  from  the  years  prior 
to  P.T.S.D.  was  officially  recognized  to  present 
where  by  todays  standards  unlikely  to  have 
been  incarcerated  to  do  alternative  sentencing. 
The  M.S.P.  Vets  Group  since  it's  conception 
has  done  it's  best  to  point  to  the  proper  authori- 
ties within  Montana  the  need  to  provide  intelli- 
gent sentence  review  to  include  the  questions 
of  P.T.S.D.  and  other  issues  related  to  Viet 
Nam  service,  in  addressing  the  incarceration 
of  those  veterans  within  Montana.  To  establish 
a  system  of  diagnosing  these  veterans  and  their 
problems  when  they  are  first  released  by  the 
appropriate  justice  systems  within  the  state 
in  order  to  most  humanly  deal  with  the  problems 
of  these  men  and  women,  who  served  their 
countries  and  returned  with  some  tragic  problems 
to  address  not  as  criminal,  but  in  terms  of 
war  and  the  lessons  war  teaches  our  young 
men. 

The  M.S.P.  Veterans  Group  would  like 
to  take  pride  in  the  fact  that  as  veterans, 
we  served  our  country,  and  did  the  best  we 
could  for  more  than  twenty  years  to  recover 
on  our  own  from  that  experience.  We  would 
like  to  ask  now  the  proper  authorities  within 
Montana  to  take  Governor  Cuomo's  lead  and 
to  appoint  a  commission  within  Montana  to 
investigate  and  research  the  existing  dilemmas 
that  Viet  Nam  veterans  within  the  state  face, 
due  to  the  communities  climate  during  and 
at  the  end  of  the  war  and  to  address  these 
problems  in  a  manner  which  is  condusive  to 
the  sort  of  treatment  these  veterans  rightly 
deserve,  instead  of  the  thinking  of  our  nation 
at  and  during  the  war,  that  almost  divided 
our  nation  as  a  whole.

When  I  was  first  sent  to  prison  for  this 
duration,  1  felt  as  if  a  great  heavy  wall  had 
fallen  over  on  me,  weighing  me  down.  I  was 
hurt,  maimed,  and  almost  destroyed.  It  is  a 
lot  of  hard  work  to  reach  up  from  the  bottom 
of  the  pile  to  move  the  bricks  and  mortar, 
at  least  enough  to  make  enough  space  for  me 
to  crawl  into  so  1  can  remove  more  bricks 
and  mortar.  Each  time  I  get  close  enough  to 
the  top,  1  am  able  to  see  a  little  light  shinning 
between  the  bricks,  and  suddenly  another  wall 
falls  over  on  me,  pushing  me  back  to  the 
bottom  of  the  pile!  And  my  freedom  becomes 
farther  away.  1  keep  on  wondering  who  it  is 
who  keeps  on  constructing  these  weak  based 
walls.  Walls  with  no  support!  and  the  only  answer 
that  comes  to  me  is  that  these  walls  are  all 
the  work  of  the  blindness  of  people  that  only 
look  at  who  I  was,  not  who  I  am  now,  or  who 
I  could  be,  telling  me  I  have  no  future. 

To  this  point  I  kept  on  pulling  away  those 
bricks  and  mortar.  In  hopes  of  someday  being 
able  to  reach  out  enough  through  the  bricks 
to  feel  freedom  with  my  hand,  to  feel  no  more 
walls  falling.  Knowing  that  once  my  hand  gains 
the  feeling  of  freedom,  that  the  rest  of  me 
will  follow.

particular  shift  or  meal.  At  the  present  time 
Food  Service  is  preparing  an  average  of  2,850 
meals  a  day.
